In addition, CECILIO VAZQUEZ, 
National Coordinator of Propaganda, was due to arrive in Miami 
from New York City on that date, and that plans had been made 
for him to visit the Dominican Republic in order to assess 
the situation there with a view to establishing a delegation 
in Santo Domingo. 





VI. INFORMATION REGARDING 
MILITARY PLANS 


On September 11, 1963, MM T-2, another Covernment 
agency which conducts personnel and intelligence investigations, 
made available information which had been furnished by a member 
of a group of Cuban exiles trained in the tactics of information 
collection. According to this source, ANTONIO VECIANA of 
Alpha 66 rented two airplanes on September 9, 1963, from FRANK 
FIORINI for the purpose of conducting a raid on Cuba during 
the evening of September 9 or September 10, 1963. These two 
planes were allegedly in Georgia at an airport that was a base 
for crop dusting planes. The source stated that FIORIKI 
supplied one of the pilots, and that Alpha 66 supplied the 
other.

is an American citizen who has been engaged in Cuban ——— ~ 


revolutionary activities for the past five years. 


MM T-3, who is familiar with some phazes of Cuban 
activities in the Central Florida area, furnished tre following 
information on September 5, 1963, regarding a mee*tizg which 
was held in Orlando, Florida, on August 24, 1963, a-d 
which is set forth below: 


Among those at this meeting was ANTON:iO VECIANA, 
who mentioned that the Alpha 66 group in Los Angeles, 
California, had purchased a T-6 ailitary-type aircraft 
for use in anti-CASTRO raids on Cuba. de said $3..23.00 
was needed to transport the plane to Florida and ara it 
with, among other items, two .50 caliber machine guzs. 


VECIANA said they would possibly fly the >lane 
from an undisclosed airstrip in Florida, and that two 


had offered their services, free of charge, to rparticipace

“Americans, reportedly familiar with this type of aircraft, we 


in any raids conducted." He said one of the Americars is 
supposed to have a "Comanche" airplane, which he also offered. 
However, VECIANA said they preferred to use the T-6, which 

is faster and more maneuverable. 


VECIANA also mentioned that Alpha 66 has a key, 
with an airstrip, on which they have arms and axraunition 
stored, but that they hesitate to use it, ag it 14 allegedly 
being watched by federal authorities. Location of ‘nis key

| According to GUTIERREZ, the United States Government 
“promised support of the operation inside Cuba for fificen 
days. GUTIERREZ plans to accompany the guerrillas, and 
organize them inside Cuba, after which he will exfiltrate, 
. probably leaving the guerrillas in Cuba. 


ee , On September 16, 1963, MM T-1 advised that one 

2-° FRANK J.\CAMPBELL, a pilot, about forty-five years of age, 
who claims’ to have participated in the military campaign 
in Indo-China some years ago, recently has been in contact 
with SNFE officials, CAMPBELL, who says he is an experienced 
bombardier, has offered to conduct a raid against Cuba in 
conjunction with the SNFE, utilizing two SBD Douglas 
dive bombers, which CAMPBELL claims to own, He has 
offered to pilot one of these planes on the proposed raid, 
in return for which he wants to be paid $2,500.06. 





According to MM T-1, negotiations with CA¥PSBELL 
are being carried on under the SNFE code name “Tomaguin, " 
the Spanish word for a type of bird. 


MM T-1 said that CAMPBELL is employed by a paper 
company known as "Ind. Paper Corporation," and resides at 
1164 Sonalita Place, Atlanta, Georgia, telephone TR 5-1751. 
MM T-1 believes that SNFE officials may have been iz contact 
with CAMPBELL over the weekend of September 14 - 15, 1963, 
regarding the planned attack. 


The informant was unable to furnish information 
regarding the location of the planes to be used, or the 
identities of SNFE officials involved in the negotiations.

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On September 9, 1963, MM T-1 made available 
a copy of a letter to the Los Angeles delegation, whick 
has been translated and set forth below: 


"CONFIDENTIAL 


“Mr, ALFREDO RONDON

"Dear Friend: 


"Concerning the plan to train 125 men for a 
Bpecialized reserve brigade in the various types of 
guerrilla warfare, we are pleased to inform you as 
follows: | 


"1, We are pleased to have located an approgriate 
Spot to carry out the training. 


"2. We feel that when beginning this type of 
training, we should limit classes to about 3¢, in order 
to foresee all difficulties and problems which might 
arise, and observe the seriousness of the people who 
volunteer to take these classes. 





"3. The first part of the training sheuld be _ 
limited to theory, map and compass reading, tcrography, 
detailed study of the zones where we may be operating, 
and seeking out people familiar with the various areas, 
who know of likely spots for guerrilla warfare, 


"4. Each individual volunteering to take this 
training should fill out a form, promising to maintain 
discipline, accept orders from superiors, and keer secret 
the training location and any information learned in these 
classes. 


"5. With the agreement of the officials, books 
should be obtained for this training which cover guerrilla 
warfare, demolition, sabotage, organization of areas of 
Operation, and maintenance of areas occupied by belligerent 
forces.

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"These are, in principle, our orders, and they 
will become effective as soon as any work is done 
on the training plan. It is understood that we 
need military types in our proposed Brigade, For 
the moment, we do not authorize training in firearms 
using live ammunition, because first we must determine 
what repercussions this might bring about, and second, 
such practice is very expensive. 


"Please study all these details carefully, and let 
me know your opinion.

On October 8, 1963, MM T-2 made available information 
obtained from a Cuban exile who is an official of the MRP, 
and who obtained it from ELOY GUTIERREZ MENOYO. According 
to this source, GUTIERREZ, on August 7; 1963, during a meeting 
on "Plan Omega, The Liberation of Cuba," which was atteuded 
by ANTONIO VECIANA, stated that he could rely on three » 
bagic landing points in Cuba. He identified these as located 
on the northern coast of Las Villas Province, Cuba, where the 
atmosphere among the peasants appeared to be most favorable. 
Although great importance was given to Cuba's southern coast, 
GUTIERREZ explained that this area would not be uséful at 
this time because of the distance involved. GUTIERREZ said 
that part of the necessary supplies could be obtaired in 
Las Villas, but that it was of vital importance to be prepared 
to (A) have a secret point near Cuba which would serve as 
a springboard for carrying supplies to selected coints; 
(B) to have sufficient quantities of foodstuffs which would 
keep in special packages, so that the men who land would have 
food for some time, and (C) to have enough ammunition so that 
the fighters would be well Supplied, — 





As of August 7, 1963, according to this source, the

The purpose of this meeting was related to tke 
setting up of Comites de Guerra (War Committees.5 NAZARIO 
pointed out that the economic campaign had to be completed, 
and that when it was, the groups would begin a series of 
strikes, already planned against CASTRO. He spoke of the 
men who are already in training, and mentioned that they 
would follow the orders of the leaders of the War Committees. 


On September 6, 1963, ELOY GUTIERREZ MEXOYO was 
located at his home, 216 N. W. 25th Street, Miami, Florida, 
and interviewed in connection with another matter. During 
this interview, GUTIERREZ advised that he had recently 
returned to Miami from San Juan, Puerto Rico, where he had 
participated in discussions with MANOLO Y, ‘head of the 
anti-CASTRO organization JURE, as to the ossibilit ty of 
unifying the respective organizations. He said tkat while 
there was agreement on certain issues, they did not reach 
a point in the discussions where they could obtain unity, 
and GUTIERREZ indicated that he did not foresee such 
unity in the immediate future. 


GUTIERREZ stated that with regard to future 


activities of his organization, he could only state that their 


purpose for existence is the elimination of CASTRO ara 
Communism in Cuba, and that all activities are directed 

for that aim. He claimed that the sea attacks agaizst 

Cuba made by the SNFE were conducted as a type cf harassment. 
but mainly, to stimulate morale, and the collecticn of 

funds for a future, more serious military actior fe said 
that his aim is to return to Cuba to carry on guerrilla 
warfare inside the country, and that he hoped to achieve 
this objective within the next six months.

GANDERO, with three Cuban nhewspapermen, HUGO DEL CANAL, JOSE
